Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by 
posting notifications in some public place in Town, or 
shall notify them, in such other ways as the Town at its 
Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of 
the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, 
or any non-resident owner after being reasonably re- 
quested thereto by the Assessors, does not bring in such 
lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make applica- 
tion to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was un- 
able to offer it at the time appointed. The request upon 
non-resident owners may be proved by a notice sent by 
mail directed to the last known address of the taxpayer 
or given by any other method that brings notice to the 
taxpayer. 3

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


Annual Report for Corinna 
January 1 to December 31, 1949 


The Public Health Nursing Service has been con- 
tinued to the citizens of Corinna with its aim for sup- 
porting good health, the correction of defects and pre- 
vention of disease. The Corinna Health Council has 
maintained its purposes and made effective contribu- 
tions to the health of the community during the year. 


Emphasis has fallen on the maternal and child 
health service as it is basic to all other services. Visits 
have been made to the expectant mothers to help them 
maintain good health and seek prenatal care for them- 
selves and preventive and, medical care for their infant 
and preschool children. | 


There were six child health conferences held during’ 
the year which were sponsored by the Health Council. 
Many parents took advantage of the medical supervi- 
sion offered to infants and preschool children. Sixty- 
four children were examined by a physician who made 
medical recommendations to the parents for the child’s 
care. The Red Cross Nutrition Consultant attended one 
conference for the purpose of discussing the child’s diet 
and eating problems with the mother.. Immunizations 
completed were smallpox seven, diphtheria eighteen, 
whooping cough ten and tetanus four. 


In the school health program your nurse served in 
an advisory capacity. Home visits were made to those 
children referred by the teachers because of some spe- 
cial problem. This has meant a more concentrated serv- 
ice to those children actually needing nursing supervi- 
sion. Hearing tests with an audiometer were given to 
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the children in the grade schools from the third grade 
ae 

In May a series of three immunizations clinics were 
held under the direction of Mr. John Bird, local health 
officer. Following is the total number of completed im- 
munizations: diphtheria fifty-one, whooping cough 
twelve and smallpox fifty-two. There are children in 
Corinna who either have not been immunized at all or 
who are erroneously thought to be safe because they 
were immunized when they were babies. These children 
should receive a ‘“booster’’ dose. 

Tuberculosis is a preventable disease. Continued 
effort has gone into tuberculosis control through heme 
visits to active cases and in case finding. One of our 
eveatest obstacles in control will be overcome when 
vatients and their contacts understand and will accept 
the facts about this disease and apply what they have 
learned. The results of this program are disappointing 
when evaluated in terms of the few people who took 
advantage of the three regional x-ray clinics made avail- 
able to them this past year. The chest x-rays are for 
diagnostic purposes in the opinion of a family doctor or 
for those who are recent contacts of an active case. 

Whenever necessary children have been referred to 
the Crippled Children, Pediatric, Tumor, Mental Hy- 
eene, Speech and Hard of Hearing Clinics, sponsored 
by the Department of Health and Welfare, where spe- 
cialists are available for diagnosis and recommenda- 
‘ions. Children are referred to these clinics by the fam- 
ily physician and public health nurse. 

Your public health nurse wishes to express her ap- 
preciation to all those who have supported the public 
health nursing program.

I have suggested that money, due the Town from 
trust fund accounts and money, due the trust funds 
from the Town, be transferred so that all related ac- 
counts will be correctly shown on the books. 


During the past year, a final settlement of the Es- 
tate of C. Rollins Nelson was made and the Town re- 
ceived the residue from the Trustee. This account now 
stands at $23,637.90, as shown on Schedule 6, plus in- 
come available in the amount of $728.99. Some years 
past, $5000.00 of this fund was turned over to the Town, 
less $325.00, which was deducted for attorney’s fees. In 
1948, an appropriation of $325.00 was made to replace 
the attorney’s fees and bring the fund to its original 
amount ($5,000.00). The investments, $4,675.00, have 
been carried in regular perpetual care funds and, fol- 
lowing my suggestion, the Trustees have now author- 
ized your Treasurer to transfer from the perpetual care 
investments to the Nelson Fund investments, $5,000.00 
in bonds. The $325.00, appropriated by the Town, will 
be deposited in the perpetual care funds to replace the 
difference. 

My analysis of trust fund balances, on Schedule 7, 
shows the true balances as they stand at present. 


Net Surplus 


It will be noted that your net surplus has increased 
during the past year by $8,012.29, as shown on Exhibit 
E. 


Miscellaneous 


The records of withholding and teachers’ retire- 
ment taxes appear to be adequate for purposes of cor- 
rectly reporting them to the governmental agencies to 
which they are due.

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Report of Guidance Director 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Commit- 
tee and Citizens of Corinna: 


I submit the following as my first. report of the 
Guidance program in Corinna. The objectives and serv- 
ices will be covered in this first report, partly on the 
basis of what has been done and partly on what may be 
done, 


The primary objectives are: 


1. To cooperate with school supervisors, staff and 
persons in the community toward making the benefits 
of 2 Guidance program available to the entire school 
system and the community. 


2. To conduct studies, community surveys and 
evaluations in the field of Guidance. 


8. To assist in the organization of a program in 
which the cooperative efforts of students, teachers, su- 
pervisors and parents will be directed toward the satis- 
factory educational, social, emotional and vocational ad- 
justment of each young person. 


I appreciate the activity and effort of those who are 
helping to achieve these objectives. 


The services of a Guidance program may be classi- 
fied as follows: 


I Occupational Information 

At present we have collected pamphlets and occupa- 
tional briefs about hundreds of occupations. This in- 
formation was made available to the students through 
an English class project, through counseling and 
through an open file which they may use at any time. 


Four boys were privileged to learn first hand in- 
formation about a trade school by visitation. Plans have 
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been made to visit a hospital and other schools. 

A representative frem a nearby Business College 
has shown 2. movie and outlined the high school sub- 
jects that will help the student to someday be a success- 
.ul commercial worker. 


II Educational Information 


The class discussions of educational requirements 
and opportunities present information to those who plan 
to go to college as well as to those who expect to learn 
as they earn. 


The college bulletins and reference books are used 
by many in counseling and by themselves. 

Informal talks and a project have been used to help 
the 8ch gvaders in their choice of subjects for next year 
and in making plans for the four year course of study. 


III Personal Record 


At this time there is at least a partial cumulative 
record of every student. Where there was need individ- 
ual and group tests have been administered to complete 
data on students. These have included such tests as the 
Stanford-Binet Intelligence test, the Kuder Interest In- 
ventory, Mechanical Aptitude and Reading tests. 


IV Counseling 


I have talked with about one half of the students 
in formal counseling situations to hear their problems, 
help them solve the problems and get them thinking 
about what they are going to do after High School. 
The teachers, State workers, other students and parents 
have been called upon to help students to solve their. 
problems in many cases. Ee 


Through several home visits in many communities 
the parents have been most receptive to helping to solve 
the individual problems such as failure in school sub- 
jects, dropping out of school and overcoming a lack of 
understanding between parent, teacher and student. 
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V Placement 


By working with individual students, Seniors have 
been helped to write letters of application for training 
after High School. Scholarships are available and to 
those who are interested application blanks have been 
furnished. 


Placement also means helping the undergraduate 
prepare for and successfully enter the next grade in 
school. The teachers have explained courses, subjects 
and what will be expected of the student. 


VI Follow-Up 


Through the help of students and teachers a file is 
started which gives the school and community informa- 
tion about what graduates are doing for a full time job. 
It allows us to evaluate the school program and to re- 
vise courses of study. The graduate’s opinion of what 
subjects should be added and stressed is objective and 
helpful. 


The Guidance program is a community program. 
We are all educators in that we help young people in 
their development. What they are tomorrow depends 
upon what learning situations they have today. May 
this new year bring opportunities for young people to 
know themselves and to understand other people. The 
many factors which will allow satisfactory educational, 
social, emotional and vocational adjustment should be 
of prime importance to all of us.

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Report of Principal, Corinna 
Union Academy 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, Board of 
Trustees, and Citizens of Corinna: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report on enroll- 
ment, progress, activities, and general conditions exist- 
ing at Corinna Union Academy. 


School opened on the Tuesday following Labor Day 
with an enrollment of 113 pupils. Since that time eight 
students have left our ranks for varying reasons while 
one has been added making our present enrollment 106. 
Of the 113 enrolled 79 were from: Corinna, 26 from Exe- 
ter, and the others from Stetson or St. Albans. 


I have figures how showing that there are 41 in the 
eighth grade in Corinna, 5 in Stetson, and 10 in Exeter. 
This, from past indications, should make the entering 
class next fall between 50 and 55, which unquestionab'y 
will necessitate another classroom and another facuity 
member.

FACULTY 


This fall saw a very small turnover in the faculty. 
We retained the services of’ Mrs. Bernice Pinkham, in- 
structo.' of English and fore gn languages; of Fletcher 
Alley, Commercial, instructor; of Lawrence Dorr, in- 
structor of Agr-culture; and of Miss Thorne, music su- 
perviso.. In addition to these Miss Sybil Bean, a grad- 
uate of Boston University with several years of experi- 
ence cme to us as inst: uctor in social studies and math- 
ematics. Furthermore, a new position was created when 
the towns of Newport and Corinna got together to em- 
ploy a guidance director ‘who works half time in each 
town. Mr. Harold Norton is filling this position in cap- 
able manner. This is a task requiring, in my opinion. 
more-than a short time to evaluate fully its success. 


CURRICULAR WORK 


For several years this town has followed the trend 
of the state and the nation in not failing many pupils 
in the grades; therefore, we are getting students in our 
secondary school who we feel are inadequately pre- 
pared. Since there is a tendency today for parents and 
students to assume that all school work must be done 
in school, these low-ranking pupils continue to lower the 
scholastic standards of the Academy. In an effort to 
better th.s condition, we have tried the plan, which 
seemed a fair arrangement for both local and bus stu- 
dents who have been absent, failed one or more courses, 
or are on the doubtful list may have an additional chance 
to study. 
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Needless to say, this has met with the wholeheart- 
ed approval of some. Because of the late arrival of a 
few buses, we have tried to get these pupils to bring 
slips from home stating that a certain amount of study- 
ing was being done at night, but this has not been tco 
successful. 


On the credit side, let it be known that there are 
some students in school who do take one or more books 
home at night, and their work indicates that these books 
are used. 


I sincerely urge all parents to stress the need for 
home study and to use their influence toward having 
their children secure at least a secondary education. 


EXTRA CURRICULAR 


This fall, after playing one football game, it was 
discovered that there were not boys enough with size 
and a desire to participate in this sport to warrant its 
continuance so, upon a vote of the boys, it was decided 
to cancel the rest of the schedule. It is doubtful if this 
activity will be resumed another year. 


We were fortunate this fall to win for the school 
the Central Maine League Trophy in Spelling. 


Other extra-curricular activities engaged in are: 
Boys’ and Girls’ Basketball, Baseball, Softball, Cheer- 
leading, Senior Play, League Speaking and One-Act 
Play, Worthen Speaking, Publication of the “Muse”, 
Elliot-Crowell Essay Contest, Orchestra, Glee Clubs, 
and Graduation. 3 


- GENERAL 


After due consideration we have decided that those 
participating in sports could not be cheerleaders. 


We wish to extend our thanks for the privilege of 
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partaking of hot lunches at the Grammar School and 
for permitting some of the secondary students to be con- 
veyed by the town bus. This year the Academy students 
have been supervised at the noon lunch by an Academy 
teacher. We trust this makes the lunch program more 
satistactory to all. 


We have had to travel by private cars again this 
year during our basketball season which is not the best 
means of conveyance, but we are fortunate to have an 
adult in most of the cars. . 


Since the walls in the Stewart Library Hall were 
not fixed during the summer, we postponed sealing the 
floor. This year with the assistance of the Grammar 
School a Medart scoreboard was placed in the hall for 
the pleasure of the basketball fans. We trust that soon 
work may be started on the stage to make it more at- 
tractive. 


During the past summer the Academy building was 
given a fresh coat of paint on the outside and new steps 
were placed in front of the center entrance. In addition 
some painting was done inside. This was fine except 
for the fact that most of the windows were painted in, 
so proper ventilation has been hard to obtain. We cer- 
tainly are proud of our school and of the “new look” of 
our building. I wish that at some future date a separ- 
ate shop for Agriculture might be obtained as the noise 
o. the machines now creates an undesirable teaching at- 
mosphere in the classroom above; I also wish that Home 
Economics might be introduced for those desirous of 
studying it when a place can be obtained to meet State 
requirements. All should realize that the State Depart- 
ment now requires at least two rooms for the teaching 
of Home Economics, both at ground floor level or above, 
which creates a big problem of financing adequate quar- 
ters. | /
